Alert-Eyed Scrappers Are Boosting 
Scales, Yet Many Throw Scrap Away 


but it’s a lot of sport spotting 
things here and there along the 
roads and in the wash.” 

The fact that many people are 
still dumping valuable scrap ma- 
terials out in the wash is an im- 
portant and surprising disclosure 
by Mr. Beitzell. 

“It is hard to realize that so 
many people don’t realize how 
badly all scrap is needed to win 
this war,’ he declared earnestly. 
“Much scrap has been dumped 
along the road and in the washes 
very recently, since the salvage 
drive started, because we often 
find new piles of junk in places 
where we have been by and picked 
up before,” he explained. 

STILL FIND RUBBER 

“We still pick up all kinds of 
scrap every day, and we're not go- 
ing to stop so long as it is need- 
ed. Even though the rubber drive 
was over some time ago and so 
much was turned in, we manage 
to pick up 8 to 10 pounds of rub- 
ber in a couple of days. We still 
find old tires along the roads. Out 
of the 1,500 pounds of scrap we 
have collected, about 600 pounds 
of it has been rubber,” he con- 
cluded.

Bill Standlea, Jap Prisoner 


The first word his parents have | 
received from him in many long | 
months came yesterday from Bill 
Standlea, who is in a prison ine} 
ternment camp in Japan. 

On Guam as a U. S. Marine! 
when the Japs captured that; 
American outpost, the young Up- 
lander was among the first prison- 
ers to be taken by the enemy soon 
after Dec. 7. 

“I am well and being treated as 
well as could be expected,” said an | 
excerpt of the letter which came | 
to Mr. and Mrs. U. 8. Standlea. | 
The parents previously had the | 
word of the U. S navy and the | 
International Red Cross that their 
son was a prisoner. 


“The food is not always what | 
one would like, but I am getting ; 
three meals a day,” the letter | 
said. It also contained the state- ! 
ment that “My time is limited.” 

Leslie Standlea, brother of the 
prisoner, interpreted the latter 
sentence to indicate that the in-. 
terned men were being worked by 
the Japs. é 

The brother also explained that | 
the letter was typewritten but was 
“signed by Bill and the envelope | 
was addressed by him”. It con- |

The 18 Propositions On 
November Ballot 


The dim-outs in politics occasioned by the war has all 
but obscured the fact that there are 18 measures scheduled 
to go before the people in the general election—1l4 constitu- 
tional amendments, proposed by the legislature, three initia- 
tive acts, and one referendum against a legislative enact- 
ment. 

Only two of the proposals—labor’s referendum against 
the bill to ban secondary boycotts, and the state income tax 
repealer—have received any particular public attention to 
date, but there are several other measures which, in ordin- 
ary times, would kick up quite a fuss. 

Here, in thumb-nail sketch, and in the’ order in which 
they will appear on the ballot, are the propositions you will 
be asked to pass upon in November: 

1—Aet prohibiting ‘‘hot eargo’’ practices and second- 
ary boycotts. 

2—Act providing for annual (instead of biennial) leg- 
islative sessions. The sessions, however, would be restricted 
to 60 days each. 

3. Basic science medical act; proposed by doctors; op- 
posed by chiropractors and some other groups. 

4—Repeal of State Income Tax. 

5—Act increasing pay of legislators from $100 to $200 
per month, 

6—Act providing for reorganization of State Board of 
Forestry ; there is controversy about this; the state chamber 
of commerce favors it; employes of the Division of Forestry, 
however, charge that it would remove the State Forester’s 
position from civil service. 

7—Amendment drawn by state commissioner, designed 
to correct inequalities in state insurance taxes, and to stab- 
ilize receipts during periods of normal business and depres- 
sion. ‘ 

8—Measure to freeze funds of State Fish and Game com- 
mission for use of that commission only; similar to gas tax 
provisions, 

9—Act to permit legislature to reduce or increase sal- 

aries of state’s constitutional officers; they are now ‘‘frozen”’ 

in constitution. 
10—Centroversial proposal regarding reorganization of 
building and loan companies. 

11—<Act to permit 15-round championship boxing match- 

es. 

12—Act authorizing school districts to own stock in mu- 
tual water companies. 

13—Act adding one new member to the State Board of 
Equalization; creating new district in Southern California. 

14— Measure fixing interest rates on court judgments. 

15—Act amending court jurisdiction and procedure. 

16—Amendment broadening powers of administrative 
bodies and restricting judicial reviews. 

17—Act making State Treasurer trustee of additional 
State funds. 

18—Act creating a new 
commission, composed of elected state officials.

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GUEST EDITORIAL

The recent fire at the Upland Junior High school gave 
me the opportunity of becoming personally acquainted 
with the students and faculty members of this school. 

An educated person is one who can adjust satisfactor- 
ily to new situations. On the basis of this definition, I 
found that the educational program at the Upland schools 
has certainly had excellent direction and leadership 
springing from a sound educational philosophy. The way 
those children responded to an entirely new environment, 
literally over night, was nothing short of miraculous. 

Due to the close rivalry which has always existed be- 
tween Ontario and Upland Junior High schools, we antic- 
ipated that perhaps this “fighting spirit’? might be an 
actuality. As one boy put it to me: “Boy, there sure 
will be a lot of fights now.’’ Nothing of this sort, how- 
ever, materialized. Upland boys and girls adjusted them- 
selves to regulations and procedures, and if difficulties 
were experienced, it was not apparent to us. 

This excellent adjustment must be credited to the 
teachers and administrative officers, This is something 


which is accomplished not in a week or month, nor even 
in a year. It goes back to the time when these youngsters 
entered kindergarten. Therefore, we have the highest re- 
spect for your faculty members who made, and are con- 
tinuing to make, such education possible. 

I’m also impressed with your lovely buildings and 
grounds. I doubt that in the entire state one will find a 
finer school plant. I am particularly impressed with the 
maintenance program. So often, after a new building is 
erected, it is some years before even a coat of paint is 
applied. Not so in your schools. It doesn’t take much 
of an expert to see that your grounds and buildings are 
constantly being groomed and well cared for. The land- 
scaping is superb and as I drive by I never fail to gain 
an inspiration from its beauty and symmetry.

one single market. This, he said, 
is due to the fact that the mar- 
ket proprietor is doing a good de- 





fense job in calling his customers’ 
attention to the jars for contribu- 
tions and thus getting them into 
the habit of contributing their 
grease payments. 


NEED TO INCREASE 

The importance of educating 
customers is very evident, Mr, Ma- 
son declared, for, he pointed’ out, 
there are markets now turning in 
very little funds from the sale of 
grease which should be showing 
contributions considerably in ex- 
cess of the one market which is 
accounting for over 50 per cent 
of contributions at the present 
time. 

Another factor working against 
increased giving of grease money 
to local civilian defense, Mr. Ma- 
son explained, is the fact that 
much of the grease is delivered to 
markets by children. The result 
is that the children want the few 
pennies or nickels to spend for 
candy or other things, and it does 
not reach the civilian defense fund. 

Special cooperation of the pub- 
lic and meat market proprietors is 
asked by Mr. Mason in order that 
much needed civilian defense funds 
shall be forthcoming, and that sal- 
vage grease shall get in two good 
licks, one against the Japaxis and 
the other for defense at home.

Chief Mueller at 
Dinner Meeting 


Crime does pay, members of

Crime pays, he said, because 95 
per cent of the nation’s citizen- 
ship, by a complacent, nothing-I- 
can-do, attitude, permits the five 
per cent criminal element to car- 
ry on its nefarious criminal life 
with little effective hindrance. 

Right-living citizens, the chie: 
declared, are prone to think they 
are too busy to give time to crime 
preyention and conviction and 
punishment of criminals. 

The result is, he pointed out, 
that crime is well organized and 
is intrenched behind a protective 
wall of secret, underground co- 
operation. Criminals are able to 
employe many brilliant lawyers, 
themselves criminals and capable 
to resorting to any means to pro- 
tect their clients. 

Then in the face of this pow- 
erful organization, the speaker 
declared, mamy jurors are inclined 
to be lenient and often are sway- 
ed by a false or emotional sym- 
pathy. So criminals often are able 
to make crime pay—in dollars and 
cents, but never In success and 
happiness. 3 3 

Law enforcement today is a 
study, the chief said, and in 
science and technique has taken 
its place along with other pro- 
fessions. 

Chief Mueller explained the 
rigid requirements that must be 
met by law enforcement officers, 
and he pointed out the value to 
the community of an efficlent of- 
ficer’s services. 

The speaker stressed the neces- 
sity for parent education in the 
art of providing proper home 
atmosphere for children and he 
said the juvenile problems of to- 
day are greater than in the past. 
because of the increased tempta- 
tions. 

Becoming more specific, the 
chief explained the merit system 
under which the Opland pounce 
force is functioning, and told of 
the officers’ round table discus- 
sions, study and examinaticns. 

In connection with his discus- 
sion of the police department as 
the center of jocal civilian defense 
work, Chief Mueller deplored the 
complacent attitude of the great- 
er portion of the population to- 
ward the dangers of the war.

SCHOOL'S ROLE IN 
WAR PERIOD CITED 


Greater emphasis on the pro- 
motion of Americanism and pa- 
triotism in the public school is 
recognized as an imperative need 
at present by Harold W. Cook, 
superintendent of the Upland pub- 
lic school system. 

“The American school must be 
a democratic society in its own 
fundamental organization and op- 
eration,’ he said, in commenting 
on the effect of the war on the 
school system. “Democracy must 
be practiced as well as taught. 
More time must be spent in im- 
pressing American youth with the 
responsibilities inherent in Amer- 
ican democracy.” 

Mr. Cook declared that it is 
the duty of the schools to im- 
press upon the youth the serious- 
ness of the present world situa- 
tion. 5 

“Our youth must cooperate with 
all governmental agencies work- 
ing for the successful prosecution 
of the war such as the scrap metal 
and rubber drives,” he continued, 
“Elementary school pupils and 
secondary school students must 
also understand the need for pur- 
chasing defense stamps and war 
bonds. 

“It is important also that the 
public school play a leading role 
in maintaining civilian morale. 
The continuance. by the public 
school of a comprehensive sched- 
ule of worthwhile diversified ac- 
tivities appealing to youth is one 
of the best ways of keeping civ- 
ilian morale on a high plain. The 
public school must be a place 
where youth is happy in doing a 
multitude of things which con- 
tribute to his development as a 
fine citizen in our American de- 
mocracy.”

Overheated .Water 
Tank Causes Meter 
Leak, But Not Flood 





“A broken water main flcoding 
the alley” the 300 block on Ninth 
avenue was reported to Upland 
police about 7 p.m, yesterday, so 
A. R. Hays of the water depart- 
ment was notified so as to go and 
stem the torrent. 

Well, there was a trickle of 
water issuing from the water 
meter box, Mr. Hays admitted, 
but if it was a flood, he would 
hate to experience the 1938 rains 
again! 

The trouble, Mr. Hays scon dis- 
covered, proved to be a not un- 
common cause of meter leakage, 
and one 


which, he indicated, 
should be guarded against by 
householders. 


When water heaters get too 
hot, usually because of the failure 
of the thermostat to work, he 
explained, the heater builds up 
steam pfessure which backs the 
hot water from the house to the 
meter connection at the main 
line, ruining the meter disc and 
burning out leathers on the con- 
nections at either side of the me- 
ter. 

When the leathers are burned 
out, the meter begins to leak, 
and then one has a “flood” or a 
“trickle” or whatever one’s view 
of the situation may be. This 
back heating of water heaters 
used to be a very common occur- 
rence in the days of old-fashioned 
water heaters when people would 
forget to turn them off, he said. 

Although there ts less troudle 


| of this sort with the modern au- 


tomatic heaters, he pointed out 
that it does not do any harm to 
keep an eye on the hot water 
heater, and see that the flame is 
not kept too high and that the 
thermostat does net fail to fun- 
tion.

HOSPITAL PAVILION 
MARKS FIRST YEAR 


West Pavilion of San Antonio 
Community hospital has celebrat- 
ed its first anniversary of use this 
month. It stands as a monument 
to the foresight of hospital offic- 
ials in providing this new and 
modern maternity facility ahead 
of this era of priorities and for 
a period when it is so very urg- 
ently needed. 

Not only has the West Pavilion 
provided effective and adequate 
accommodations for the growing 
birth rate, which has risen 15 per 
cent during the pavilion’s first 
year of use, but it also has reliev- 
ed congestion in the main hos- 
pital at a time when prepared- 
ness for any emergency is upper- 
most in the minds of all. 

During the year just past, 315 
babies have been delivered to 309 
mothers in the new pavilion. This 
is an increase of 42 babies for the 
same period during 1940-41, when 
273 babies were born in the hos- 
pital proper, or an increase of a 
little over 15 per cent. 

The 1941-42 babies are divided 
between 176 boys and 169 girls. 
Six sets of twins were included in 
the 309 births, accounting for 315 
babies. 

Babies during the period aver- 
aged 26% per month, nearly one- 
a-day. In view of the rate of in- 
crease for the 1941-42 year end- 
ed this month, babies may reach 
or even surpass the one-a-day 
mark. If only the same percent- 
age of increase in babies is main- 
tained next year, 362 babies will 
be born there by next September, 
but it is more than likelyvbvbvb 
but it is likely that more babies 
than one-a-day will make their 
advent in the West Pavilion be- 
fore that time.

Fiscal Year Commencing July 
Ist, 1942. 





The City Council of the City of 
Upland do ordain as follows: 

Section One: That the amount
